In his book, “On Being a Canadian,” he says: 

“We (Canadians of French and of British heritage ) should know more about each other th 
we do, and as a means to this end we should know more than we do about each othe 
language . . . Our languages are those which have, above all others, given the world 
present civilization and when a Canadian is familiar with both, he not only contributes 
the unity of his country, but he adds to his equipment as a civilized person.” 

What part do our Universities play in unity building? Said Mr. Massey: 

“In our Universities as in everything else in Canada, we are developing characteristics wh, 
are ours. The strands in the fabric may be English or Scottish or French, but the pattern i 
be called Canadian.”

E ARE the class of ’53. As we leave University 
a multicolored picture comes to our minds. 
Varied are the hues of the individual activities 
but there are colors common to us all. We remember 
Frosh Week with its ridiculous hats and the excitement 
of the Snake Dance. Is there one of us who forgets the 
eight o’clocks in which we so diligently copied notes 
word for word? We remember the fascinating Sopho¬ 
mores who seemed to know everything. It was they 
who gave us Ben Franklin’s words “He that can rest is 
greater than he who can take cities” at which point we 
enrolled in that very enlightening course, Tuck 61. It 
soon became obvious that University was to be something 
besides academic learning. We won’t forget the Wauneita 
formal, the Latin Quarter, the Drama Club’s “Alice in 
Wonderland,” the Mixed Chorus concert and the Sunday 
evening Musicales. 

There was the Mardi Gras with its mystery of the 
stolen ballot boxes and kingship for smiling Mr. Lister. 
The Med. Show returned to the campus, for better or for 
worse, for the first time since 1936. What better adver¬ 
tisement than a thirteen year ban! That same year the 
Flying Club was formed and the Outdoor Club built a 
new cabin. All at once there was a sudden impact of 
exams, and, our first year was over. 

As Sophomores we were to be amongst the initia¬ 
tors of the new Students’ Union Building. We were duly 
awed by its magnificence as were the Alums on their 
Homecoming Weekend. Being Sophomores, though, we of 
course did not show it. 1950 saw a big improvement in 
the University Symphony. The Radio Society and Studio 
Theatre were also making noteworthy advancement. 
Alumni Homecoming was brightened by a cleverly pres¬ 
ented Variety Night. Interfraternity Council made two 
very successful ventures, the Songfest and Club ’50. In 
the literary field the Gatenik reared its scarlet head. The 
introduction of football floats injected a lively spirit into 
the campus body that year and Stage Two became a 
much-trod election platform. 


Still newer things demanded our attention in our 
Junior year. Parents’ Weekend was introduced, each 
faculty doing its utmost towards self advertisement. 
Intramural sports began to steal the Intervarsity scene 
multiplying itself some twenty times its numbers five 
years before, its keeness and enthusiasm bringing the 
campus more closely together. The Mixed Chorus sang 
for the Royal Couple; it also made its first and highly 
successful Northern Tour. It was a shock to realize that 
the next would be our final year. 

We find in Cecil Rhodes’ will a section defining the 
general type of scholarship winner which states that 
“regards will be had to his exhibition during school days 
of a moral force of character and of instincts to lead and 
to take an interest in his schoolmates, for those latter 
attributes will be likely in after life to guide him to 
esteem the performance of public duty his highest aim.” 
In reviewing the names of those graduating in ’52, one 
cannot help but be aware that many have filled this 
fourth requisite. University helps us to do things and to 
do them well. 

In this past year we have seen our first class to 
graduate in Physical Education; women’s Intervarsity 
honors have soared to a new height; increasing interest 
has been taken in foreign student assistance programs; 
Color Night, bigger and better, still the highlight of the 
year.

Our years at Univer¬ 
sity constitute a color which will never be duplicated in 
the pictures of our lives. Let us utilize the knowledge and 
experiences of University, ever adding to this color yet 
never losing its original hue.

Since 1944, when Dr. Gordon Clark first organized the U. of A. Mixed Chorus, 
this group has been bringing delightful and stimulating choral music to university 
students and to people all over the province. Their first concert was given in 194o. 

In 1953 the Mixed Chorus hit a peak in its achievements. Never before has 
enthusiasm been so high. Over 250 applied for membership at the beginning of the 
year. By January the chorus had a well-knit group of 130 tenors, bassos, sopranos, 
etc., which already could look back on memorable times. (There were seventy mem¬ 
bers in the first group in 1944). 

Christmas day, 1952, the voices of the Mixed Chorus went through the air 
waves via the Canadian Broadcasting Company into the homes of Canadians in all 
parts of the country. Their broadcast of Christmas music was specially recorded 
previously. Compliments were received from Vancouver to Hamilton, Ontario, and 
even the east coast. The U. of A. Mixed Chorus represented Alberta on the program 
which was the CBC broadcast of choirs from coast to coast. 

Patients at the University and Colonel Mewburn hospitals were cheered by the 
chorus during the Christmas season, when they were visited with a program of special 
carol music. 

The first week in February the chorus presented three concerts in Convocation 
Hall, then stampeded to Calgary where they corralled capacity audiences in Knox 
United Church. 

The Calgary series over, the Mixed Chorus began to dream of and prepare 
for the annual two weeks spring tour in May. With memories of the 1952 Peace River 
country jaunt fresh in mind, the chorus held secret hopes of a “tour to end all tours, 
the likes of which had never been undertaken before. When this was written those 
“secret hopes” could not be revealed. “Things could go wrong,” the Evergreen and 
Gold was informed. 

Nevertheless, it is no secret that the Mixed Chorus is taking a place in university 
cultural life which is enriching, broadening, capturing the imaginations and ful¬ 
filling the needs of thousands of students, professors, and Alberta citizens. It is a place 
of honour and responsibility. It is a place, for the chorus members, of immense 
enjoyment and satisfaction. 

Under conductor R. S. Eaton of Edmonton, the place of the chorus in the life 
of the university is now as “taken-for-granted” as the Debating Society, the fraterni¬ 
ties, the dozens of student and faculty clubs. Why, it is as taken-for-granted now as 
English 2 for all freshmen in Arts and Science.

Medical students receive information and 
guidance “straight from the shoulder” 
from their teachers in the medical faculty 
and medical profession. Particularly in 
the Medical Undergraduate Society, that 
230-odd member group on the campus 
whose fame is renewed each year through 
the annual “Med Ball” and “Med Show” 
is this true. For example, at one of the 
general meetings held this year by the 
society, undergrads were told by Dr. M. A. 
Young of the Lamont Clinic, Alberta, that 
quite a change was now evident in the 
position of small-town physicians in their 
communities. 


Said Dr. Young: “In my day, there were three people of greatest importance in the community—the doctor, 
the minister, and the teacher. Today the doctor is tending to lose that position. Why? Because too many family physi¬ 
cians are now, on the whole, less interested in taking their rightful place in community affairs and activities.” 

Aspects of drug addiction was a topic dealt with by a member of the U. of A. faculty and a representative of 
the R.C.M.P. at another of these general meetings. 

Social functions carried out by the society were: The Fall Dance at the Trocadero, in co-operation with the 
Dental Undergraduate Society; the annual banquet and ball in the new ballroom of the Macdonald Hotel; the Med. 
Show staged under the direction of “Chuck” Hamilton, Med. 4. 

This year, a committee under R. H. Dougall was set up to create liasion between the faculty and the medical 
student-body. Curriculum change is one problem under discussion. However, the committee really showed its mettle 
when it came up against the proposed ruling by the board of governors that would have kept graduates in Alberta for 
their internship. When the medical student-body heard of it, they called their special committee into action. The com¬ 
mittee got together with “higher authorities” and finally had a conference with representatives of the Alberta Medical 
Association. The result: No rule affecting internship was even proposed. Aim of the rule would have been to keep 
graduates in Alberta where they received their training. However, medical students from other provinces and those 
who planned to intern in hospitals in other parts of Canada or the U.S. would have had to give up such plans had 
the rule become “law.” 

The M.U.S. was formed 35 years ago by one of its earliest benefactors, Dr. J. j. Orr. At that time it was known 
as the Med. Club.

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Exchange With Russia 


Freshmen were just settling clown for a long winter's nap last November 
when a minor bombshell burst among them—STUDENT EXCHANGE WITH 
RUSSIA. They started; then they awaited developments, along with older, more 
experienced, students who bad lived through other yearly outbursts. Here were 
some of the facts: 

N.F.C.U.S. had turned down a student-exchange proposal between the two 
countries in October rather than allow secession of two member universities which 
threatened to leave the federation if the proposal was adopted. 

McGill students then formulated an alternate, independent plan and sought 
support from 10 universities to go ahead outside of N.F.C.U.S. 

Committees on many campuses across Canada were sparked into existence. 
Here. The Anti-Status (,)tio League, led by a number of interested students, 
fanned interest in the issue into a signed petition against Students' Council which 
had voted non-support of McGill. 

The petition resulted in a union meeting which led to a general referendum 
in which students were asked to vote in favor of: An exchange plan, with Russian 
students coming to Canada to study, and the reverse for Canadian students. Or, a 
cultural tour on the part of students from both countries. Or. neither. Various 
methods of financing were proposed. 


The final results were: 

In favor of Russian-Canadian student exchange 380, 350 voted for neither. (On 
the first count, 180 favoured a tour). 

By 208-179, students voted to give N.F.C.U.S. another opportunity to handle 
the project. About 250 of tile nearly 3.000 students voted, that is, 756. 

N.F.C.U.S. was informed of the results and the local N.F.C.U.S. representative 
will now take the U. of A's. stand before the federation in the fall of 1953. 


Endicott Affair 

The student-exchange controversy had hardly settled into the 
records of the Gateway when another issue forged full-steam onto 
the campus. 

This was the "Endicott-affair," or “where does free speech end?" 

Endicott. president of the Canadian Peace Council and winner 
of the $25,000 Stalin Peace Prize, was invited by the Political Science 
Club to speak before a meeting of the students. 

Backed by the hoard of governors, the president banned Endicott 
from appearing on the campus, (the club failed to obtain routine 
permission from the president for Endicott to speak, but it was 
revealed that the real reason for the ban was wrapped up in reactions 
to Endicott himself, not to the technical error by the P.S.C.). 

Editorially, the publisher of the Edmonton Journal backed the 
president. The Calgary Herald and Calgary Albertan voiced feelings 
against the president’s action. So did the University Law Club. 

The lawyers called a protest meeting at which a Civil Rights 
Group was formed to fight for a reversal of the president's stand 
while at the same time disassociating themselves from Communism 
and Communists. ’ 

At the same time. Endicott met with about 20 students, including 
members of the Gateway and Evergreen and Gold staffs, at the home 
of one of the university faculty members. There Endicott outlined 
his stand for “peace now in Korea” through a “cease-fire." 

A lively “question-and-answer" period followed his talk. 

At the instigation of the C.R.G.. a general students meeting was 
held attended by under 300. It supported by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority a resolution condemning the president’s action in banning 
Endicott. Further, it asked for a reversal of the apparent policy 
taken on Endicott, with a clarification of that policy to the student 
body in relation to individuals invited by student organizations to 
speak here in future. 

Finally Students' Council presented the C.R.G. resolution to 
the administration at a special meeting of members called by Presi¬ 
dent Stewart. The administration answered with a letter to Students’ 

Union members. The letter was very difficult to interpret and conse¬ 
quently Students’ Council was able to do nothing further. 

Meanwhile, a number of faculty members were reported peti¬ 
tioning for a reversal of the president’s stand. Then, suddenly, they 
abandoned the move. Thereupon, the third year law class charged 
that the reason for their doing so was because it had been rumored 
that the faculty members signing the petition would be on the 
receiving end of “drastic steps.”

The president then issued a statement that if such a rumor 
was being circulated, it was false, and that the university 
administration was planning no action against any faculty 
petitioners.

Alberta Does More for the Health 
of Its People Than Any 
Province In Canada 


PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICES INCLUDE: 


HOSPITAL 

Alberta's grants to hospitals to cover the 
daily, maternity, pensioner and standard 
ward programs now total over 5V4 million 
dollars per year. Old Age and Blind Pen¬ 
sioners and recipients of Mothers' Allowance 
and their dependents, receive in addition to 
hospitalization, medical, dental and eye 
services. The province also provides Hos¬ 
pital Construction grants for new hospitals 
or additions. 


LOCAL PUBLIC HEALTH 

The provincial government assists cities, 
towns, villages and rural municipalities in 
handling their public health responsibilities 
such as school health services, inoculation 
programs, baby clinics, health education and 
control of sanitation. In communities where 
no medical service is available, the province 
provides 60 percent of the cost of a Municipal 
Nursing Service. 


MENTAL HEALTH 

The province has augmented its mental health 
hospital program with the establishment of 
Guidance Clinics for the purpose of assisting 
parents, schools, courts, etc. 


CLINICS 

ARTHRITIS—Service is now provided for the 
diagnosis and treatment of rheumatoid 
arthritis, which includes 90 days of hos¬ 
pitalization for patients under 25 years of 
age if necessary. 

CEREBRAL PALSY—Supporting public or¬ 
ganizations, Cerebral Palsy Clinics are now 
in operation in Edmonton and Calgary. 

TUBERCULOSIS—Alberta provide a complete 
diagnostic and sanatorium service. Travelling 
X-Ray units have visited almost all of Alberta. 
The new Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium 
accommodates 300 patients. 

CANCER—The Alberta Cancer program pro¬ 
vides free diagnosis, X-ray and radium treat¬ 
ment and surgery. 

POLIOMYETITIS—Alberta was the first 
province to provide a complete polio service. 
This includes a medical, surgical and hospital 
service after the quarantine period is over. 
A rehabilitation program also is provided. 

MATERNITY HOSPITALIZATION — Standard 
Ward Service is provided free up to 12 days 
for all maternity cases who are residents 
of the province.
